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GEHMAN SPIES 
BOTHERED YANKS 


Enemy Learned Valuable Secrets 
No Matter How Carefully 
Guarded. 


CENTER ON M U S 


Germans Sent Smoothest Secret Ser­ 
vice Men to Camp on Trait o f 
Americans as Soon as They 
Landed. 


Paris.—American newspaper corre­ 
spondents abroad are now permitted 
to relate some of tile troubles the 
Americans experienced with the great 
German spy system. 
No army in the world war had a 
harder fight against the smooth-work­ 
ing, far-reaching Teuton espionage sys­ 
tem t Ital ti did General Pershing’s war­ 
riors. 
The Germans concentrated a 
large number of spies against tin* 
Americans immediately lifter the first 
Yankee contingents landed in France 
and kept augmenting the*r numbers. 
The American army was made the ob­ 
ject of the spy offensive because the 
Gormans recognized that, if the war 
continued until the summer of 1918 
and then lapped over into 1919 it was 
the American army that would figure 
largely in allied operations. 
They 
wanted to find out what kind of an 
army Pershing had, what the morale 
of iii** individual soldiers was, what the 
staffs were planning and what disposi­ 
tion was being made of American 
troops behind the western battle front. 
H ard to Keep Secrets. 
In -pite of all precautions and in 
spite of centre-espionage forces. Ger­ 
man agents undoubtedly collected a 
large amount of valuable information 
behind the American lines to supple­ 
ment < tie r odds and ends they had 
picked up from American ^prisoners, 
from tho reports of their land and air 
observers and from other sources. 
Officers tried hard to keep tho Boche 
from learning that oho American unit 
had b<A*n removed from the line ami 
supplemented by another. 
That was 
information that the German intelli­ 
gence officers want od for their “order 
of battle" maps, by which they k«*pt 
track of the exact disposition of all 
enemy troops in the lino and reserve. 
(bio night elements of tin* Seventy- 
seventh division, from New York city, 
slipped quietly into line in the Bacca­ 
rat sector, relieving other units of the 
Forty-second division, which entrained 
for the west to help repel Ilindenburg’s 
last great offensive*. There was every 
need for secrecy. 
But when men of 
the Seventy-seventh peered across “no 
man’s land" at daybreak they saw 
hoisted from tin* German trenches this 
sign, printed in English: 
“Good-by, 
Forty-second 
division I 
Welcome, Seventy-seventh!” 
There were other instances of the 
same kind; hut the thing was not all 
one-sided. Often the Americans knew 
that Heinie was slipping in a new out­ 
fit. the number of the outfit and just 
what kind of stuff its men were made 
of, and they made important us** of 
that information. 
Much Trouble in Alsace. 
American troops that saw service in 
the mountainous Alsace country had 
the greatest difficulties with the spy 
evil. 
Behind 
the 
Franco-American 
lines were a large number of people 
who were German-born and who re­ 
tained tlmir sympathies for the kaiser. 
The country offered unusually good op­ 
portunities for spies because of its 
hilly, 
wooded 
nature. 
On 
several 
nights, when American troops were en­ 
tering the trenches to relieve other 
units, rockets and colored lights shot 
up from bills behind the American 
front. Tile German artillery promptly 
responded to this tip by pounding the 
American 
communication 
trenches, 
knowing that they would lie crowded 
with men passing forward. 
The hills 
and woods afforded such excellent hid­ 
ing places that it was next to impos­ 
sible to attempt to trap the men who 
had touched oil fhe lights. The situa­ 
tion in Alsace was all the more diffi­ 
cult because the French government 
desired to avoid offending tile Alsatian 
villagers by making arrests.

With American housewives the 
wishes of a returning soldier, so f a r 
as they concern things to eat and 
drink, are law; but to m any cafe au 
lait means coffee with milk in it, and 
nothing more. 
As a m atter of fact, 
breakfast coffee such as the French 
serve, calls fo r a great deal more 
than pouring a little milk into the 
usual morning brew. 


( ufo au lait is not made in France 
by the boiling method, but the ground 
product is put into a filter and boil­ 
ing w ater poured slowly through it. 
Iii this way its full flavor is obtained 
without any bitter taste. 
One table­ 
spoon of coffee is allowed for each 
cup. 
Cafe an lait is served in a verv 
large cup holding almost a pint, and 
a goodly amount of boiled milk is 
put into the cup before the coffee is 
added. In some restaurants an equal 
quantity of boiled milk and! 
coffee 
are mixed together.

French methods of making 
coffee, 
hear in mind that their way of ro a s t­ 
ing differs from our own. 
We roast 
our coffee berries ju st 
enough 
to 
make them a light browm color, while 
in fran ce, they are cooked to a much 
darker hue. According to the French 
coffee Is roasted at home in a simple 
iron pan. 
The secret of successful 
roasting depends upon keeping the 
berries constantly in motion with a 
wooden knife or spoon for a single 
burnt berry will impair the aroma 
of the entire mixture. 


A French coffeepot is a simple a f ­ 
fair. 
It is in two p arts; the lower 
section receiving the liquid after it 
ha- filtered through the ground- on 
the top.

Which insures a compara­ 
tively inexpensive article of diet for 
American consumption. 
Corn oil is a clear, limpid, pale 
yellow fluids, free from odor, and wit Ii 
an agreeable, sweet flavor. 
It pos­ 
sesses qualities of palateability that 
do not have to be acquired. 
A desirable property in corn oil is 
its correspondingly higher burning 
point. 
While butter burns at about 
two hundred ad fifty degrees, goose 
grease at four hundred degrees, lard 
at four hundred and twenty-five de­ 
crees, cottonseed oil at five hundred 
and thirty-live degrees, and oli\e oil 
at six hundred, corn oil does not burn 
until it is heated up to six hundred 
and fifty degrees Fahrenheit. 
It is the low-burning point of but­ 
ter, lard, and other fats and oils, 


food, 
retaining thereby the 
flavor, 
aroma, and succulence which would 
otherwise be lost, or else disseminat­ 
ed all over the neighborhood. 
The 
food is cooked in its own juice, in­ 
stead o f being saturated with burnt 
grease that -would give the food a 
flavor and odor anything but desir­ 
able. 
This 
makes it 
possible to 
fry 
doughnut-, fish, onions* or any food 
product in one pan, and at one time 
— if it were necessary— without any 
one product taking up the odors or 
flavors o f any of the other products.

Have another 
heated vcsel waiting (a pitcher if 
you care to use it) and lay a piece 
of fresh muslin that has been scald­ 
ed over it and pour the coffee care­ 
fully through the cloth strainer.
